FOR SA LE in Ohio. That would destroy every brewery and distillery in the state the 
aggregate value of which is about $450,000.000; that would render idle 40,000 union men 
receiving union wages, and consequently contributing to the prosperity of farmers, bank­ 
ers and merchants alike.

Sunstroke, according to exi>ertmenUi 
mude by Profess«»* Victor Ilenry and 
Movcho and reported to the French 
Academic dee Sciences, Is due to the 
Invisible ultra violet rays at the ex 
treme limit of the spectrum. 
If the 
solar spectrum he examined at an alti 
tude of from 3,000 to 4,000 meters It 
will be seen that the limit of these 
rays varies little, but that thetr lnten 
Blty is greatly Increased 
At sea level 
this Intensity Is comparatively feeble 
So one Is much more likely to have 
sunstroke on a high mountain than lua 
valley.—New York World.
